ORDER 

New Delhi, the 30 th March 1960 

G.S.R. 315.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), and in supersession of the Rice and Paddy 
(Assam) Price Control Order, 1960, published with the. notification of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of Food and Agriculture (Department of Food), 
No. G.S.R. 29, dated the 1st January, 1960, the Central Government hereby makes 
the following Order, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) This Order may be called the Rice 
and Paddy (Assam) Second Price Control Order, 1960. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Prices for sale or purchase of paddy.—(l) The maximum price at which 
any grade of Winter paddy or Autumn (Ahu) paddy may be sold in wholesale 
quantities in a zone within the State of Assam specified in column (1) of the 
First Schedule to this Order shall not exceed the rate specified for that grade 
in the corresponding entry in the appropriate column of that Schedule. 

(2) The price of any grade of Winter paddy or Autumn (Ahu) paddy payable 
to a grower In a village in any zone, within the State of Assam specified In 
column (1) of the Second Schedule to this Order shall not be less than the rate 
specified for that grade in the corresponding entry in the appropriate column 
of that Schedule. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-clause (1) or sub-clause (2),— 

(a) where Winter paddy is sold or purchased in the months of December, 

January and February of any year, a cut on account of moisture 
shall be imposed at the rate of 74 per cent, 5 pe r cent and 24 per 
cent respectively on the prices payable as specified for the appropri¬ 
ate grade in the entries in columns (2), (3) and (4) of the First 
Schedule or, as the case may be, the Second Schedule, to this Order; 

(b) where Autumn (Ahu) paddy is sold or purchased in the months of 

June and July of any year, a cut on account of moisture at the rate 
of 74 per cent, and where such paddy is sold or purchased In the 
month of August of any year, a cut at the rate of B per cent, shall 
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be imposed on the prices payable for such paddy as specified in 
columns (5) and (6) of thei First Schedule or, as the case may be, 
the Second Schedule to this Order, 

3. Saving.—Nothing in this Order shall apply to the sale, or purchase of seed 
paddy by the Government of the State of Assam or an officer authorized by 
that Government. 

4. Maximum prices for sale of rice.—The maximum price ex-mill chargeable 
by a miller for sale in wholesale quantities of any grade of Winter rice and 
Autumn (Ahu) rice of Arua and Ushna varieties in a zone within the State of 
Assam specified in column (1) of the Third Schedule to this Order shall not 
exceed the rate specified for that grade in the corresponding entry in the appro¬ 
priate column of that Schedule; 

Provided that when rice is supplied f.o.r., f.o.b. or into Government godowns, 
the specified prices shall be increased by 10 nP. per maund. 

5. Interpretation. —For the purpose of this Order,— 

(a) the prices for paddy specified in the First and Second Schedules, and 

for rice specified in the Third Schedule, to this Order are for naked 
grains. For paddy of both varieties and all grades thereof supplied 
in new and sound bags, the specified prices shall be increased by 
0-54 nP. per maund of paddy inclusive of sales tax which shall be 
borne by the supplier. For rice of both varieties and all grades there¬ 
of supplied in new and sound bags, the specified prices shall be 
increased by 0 50 nP. per maund of rice inclusive of sales tax which 
shall be borne by the supplier; 

(b) a maund is equivalent in weight to 82-2/7 lbs..; 

(c) “sale in wholesale quantities” means sale in quantities exceeding ten 

maunds in any one transaction; 

(d) for all paddy and rice supplied ex-govemment godowns, the maximum 

price shall be the prices specified in the appropriate columns In the 
First and Third Schedules to this Order increased by 6i per cent; 

(e) the prices for paddy specified in the First and Second Schedules and 

for rice specified in the Third Schedule to this Order are for fair 
average quality conforming to the specifications prescribed for paddy 
In the Fourth Schedule and for rice in the Fifth Schedule to this 
Order; for paddy or rice below the fair average quality, the maxi¬ 
mum prices shall be determined by reducing the corresponding prices 
specified in the First, Second and Third Schedules by the amounts 
of cuts indicated in the Fourth Schedule or the Fifth Schedule, as 
the case may be>.
